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From  the  foregoing  table  it  will  be  seen  that  Heart  Disease  and 
Pneumonia  were  responsible  for  i6  of  the  deaths  against  19  for  the 
preceding  year.  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis,  or  Phthisis,  2 against  4 in  1909; 
and  Cancer  12  against  5 in  1909. 

The  Infantile  mortality  under  one  year  was  12  against  6 in  1909,  and 
17  in  1908,  and  13  in  1907,  and  18  in  1906. 

Only  2 succumbed  to  Diarrhoea,  4 died  of  Convulsions,  2 of  Bron- 
chitis, I of  Pneumonia,  i of  Tuberculosis  Peritonitis,  i Premature  Birth, 
I Congenital  defects. 

The  number  of  Births  registered  in  your  district  during  igac  was  122, 
viz.,  62  boys  and  60  girls  (3  being  illegitimate,  i boy  and  2 girls)  as  against 
99  in  1909  and  100  in  1908. 

The  Births  are  58  in  excess  of  the  deaths. 

There  have  been  26  cases  of  Infectious  Disease  notified  during  the

In  the  previous  year  there  were  56  cases  notified. 

The  house  accommodation  for  the  working  classes  is  daily  improving, 
and  will  still  more  so.  The  houses  are  built  with  modern  conveniences,  and 
have  a good  supply  of  pure  water,  which  is  obtained  from  the  public  supply, 
and  is  all  that  can  be  desired — good  and  plentiful  and  beyond  suspicion, 
the  source  being  many  hundred  feet  below  the  surface  and  from  the  chalk. 

The  milk  supply  is  good  in  quality  and  quantity.  Most  is  produced 
in  the  village;  the  cowkeepers  have  a very  good  class  of  animals,  and  feed 
them  well  and  keep  them  clean;  the  animals  have  vastly  improved  during  the 
last  year  or  two.  There  are  registered  in  your  district  54  cowsheds. 

The  sewerage  is  very  good,  and,  when  necessary,  flushing  is  resorted 
to,  which  proves  effectual. 
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Excrement  disposal : where  there  are  privies  and  dry  dust  bins,  these 
are  emptied  by  the  public  scavengers  two  or  three  times  a week,  or  as  often 
as  required.  The  material  is  at  once  carted  outside  the  village  and  deposited 
on  the  land. 

Schools : the  public  elementary  school,  which  is  controlled  by  the 
East  Riding  County  Council,  is  in  a sanitary  condition,  and  well  supplied 
with  water  from  the  public  supply.  The  health  of  the  scholars  is  well  looked 
after  by  the  teachers,  anything  of  a suspicious  character  being  at  once 
communicated  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health.  There  being  one  or  two 
cases  of  Diphtheria  in  the  village  it  was  considered  judicious  by  the  school 
authorities  to  exclude  all  the  children  under  five  years  of  age.  The  children 
have  suffered  with  bad  colds  and  coughs,  and  a few  cases  of  Measles  have 
occurred. 

Up  to  the  present  time  we  have  no  method  in  vogue  here  for  the 
treatment  of  Infectious  Diseases.  Any  Infectious  Disease  which  may  occur 
can,  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  be  removed 
to  the  City  of  Kingston-upon-Hull  Eever  or  Smallpox  Hospitals,  as  the 
Cottingham  Urban  District  Council  have  entered  into  an  agreement  with  the 
authorities  so  to  do. 

In  the  near  future  we  may  have  an  Isolation  Hospital  of  our  own  if  a 
suitable  site  can  be  obtained. 

Slaughter-houses,  ten  in  number,  are  all  registered  ; are  clean  and  in 
good  order,  and  well  supplied  with  water.  Whenever  the  Council  have 
required  alterations  they  have  been  complied  with. 

Bakehouses,  eight  in  number,  are  all  above  ground  ; are  all  retail,  in 
good  and  satisfactory  condition  and  well  suited  for  the  purpose. 

Carpenters’  Shops,  six  in  number,  are  well  lighted  and  ventilated,  and 
are  in  a satisfactory  condition,  being  well  adapted  for  the  business. 

Blacksmiths’  Shops,  five  in  number,  are  well  lighted  and  ventilated, 
and  suitable  for  the  purposes  for  which  they  are  required. 

The  Milliners’  and  Dressmakers’  business  premises,  eight  in  number, 
are  in  a sanitary  condition,  the  air  space  being  sufficient,  the  drainage 
satisfactory  ; there  is  no  overcrowding. 
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The  other  businesses  which  come  under  the  head  of  the  Factory  and

are  in  good  condition  and  suitable  for  the  purpose  for  which  they  are  required. 

With  regard  to  Dunswell,  the  drainage  is  bad,  but  the  difficulty  is  in 
the  matter  of  outfall.  The  village  lies  low,  I may  sa}'  several  feet  below  the 
River  Hull. 

The  old  black  ditch  has  been  done  away  with,  which  has  given  a good 
expanse  to  the  road,  and  done  away  with  the  foul  smell  which  emanated  from 
the  decaying  matter. 

The  water  supply  is  good  and  plentiful,  and  the  pumps  are  in  good 
going  order. 

The  cowsheds  are  both  modern  and  old.  The  latter  are  gradually 
disappearing,  as  property  is  changing  hands  and  the  modern  style  becomes 
requisite. 

There  is  one  Carpenter’s  Shop  and  Smithy  adjoining,  both  are  well 
adapted  for  the  purpose  for  which  they  are  used. 

The  Elementary  School,  which  will  accommodate  forty-three  children, 
is  under  the  control  of  the  East  Riding  County  Council,  and  is  clean  and 
well  ventilated.  The  master  is  always  very  particular  to  at  once  notify  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  any  case  that  he  thinks  of  a suspicious 
character  of  Infectious  Disease  amongst  the  pupils. 

During  the  year  there  has  only  occurred  one  death,  that  being  of  a 
young  man,  aged  2i  years,  of  Phthisis.
